ous ligure around the lobby of tbe Golden 
Kiiglu all day. General Ohipman holds 
forth at the Capitol hotel and ia visited 
by many friends, particularly from the 
extreme northern part of the stale. 
Colonel Preston is at the Golden Eagle. 
State Treasurer McDonald, who hopes 
also to succeed Governor Marklmm, re- 
ceives his friends wherever they find 


The number of candidates for tbe 


lesser etate olIiccB is legion, and they 
are all here. They are to be seen 
wherever delegates congregate. 
The 


two most conspicuous figures are, per- 
haps. Judge Williams of Ventura, who 
is over six feet tall, and Judge MeKin- 
ley of 1-os Angeles. 
Both are imposing 


characters and have a strong following. 
There are inanv other candidates who 
are just as active, but who, perhaps, do 
not as strongly attract a casual glance. 


The city is brilliant in bunting, flags 


and gaudy colors, and nothing is lacking 
to give it a Fourth of July appearance 
but a braee band or two and a few lire 
crackere. 
Tbe weather is perfect, though warm. 


Citizens have opened their doors and 
hearts to all visitors, though the much 
exploited free beer is not yet in evi- 
dence.

The situation at sunset may be uc-!

Beyond that ils differences ap- 
pear not to be reconcilable.

Congressional nomiimtions are likely

nominated). There are active contests 
in the First and Sixth districts and tbe 
persons named are those who appear to 
bo the leading candidates. 


The convention will meet at 2 o'clock 


tomoarow in the big agricultural pavil- 
ion near the state capital. It will be 
calle to order by Colonel Meyers of the

write you of the Yukon mines. I have 
lot been there, but there are probably 
twenty-five men here in Juneau who 
have, and as their stories are all the 
same it may* be assumed that they are 
correct. Juneau is the starting point 
for the Yukon, MI fact, it ia the distrib- 
uting port for all Alaska. The center 
of the Yukon district is Forty Mile 
creek, which is distant from Juneau 
750 miles, and twenty-six miles of this 
distance is made by portage. 
Usually 


tbe miners hire Indians to pack their 
supplies this distance, paying therefor 
about $13 per hundred pounds. Some- 
times competition brings it below this, 
but not very much. Tbe remainder of 
the way is made on water, or on the ice 
early in the spring. From Juueau to 
the "foot of the mountains, where the 
real work begins, is 10(i miles. This is 
made by small steamers, which make 
regular trips; thence across tbe moun- 
tain twenty-six miles to the lakes, which 
empty into one branch of the Yukon. 


At th« lakes the miners build boats or 


raft^ carrying the tools for boat build- 
ing with them from-here. When once 
on the lakes the hardships are rcalh 
over, for all there is to do is to float 
down the river to the mines. From 
Forty Mile creek down the Yukon, goltl 
ia found for a distance of 700 miles, and 
up tbe river to the head about the same 
distance. The boundary line between 
Uncle Sam's dominion and the North- 
west possessions is near Forty Mile 
creek, in fact, most of this camp is in 
the Northwest territory, hut miners are 
us fully protected there as they are by 
Uncle Sam. 
Indeed, the Canadian 


government has shown more disposition 
to assist in opening up her mines than 
our own government has. 
* 


Here we have a country twice the 


length and nearly twice the breadth of 
California that has gold in every stream- 
let." They tell me there is not a bar in 
all this great territory but what yoi 
find gold, and most of 'them will yioli 
at least $5 per day to the miner: but 
miners on the Yukon will not work dig- 
gings that will not pay $10 per day to 
the man. In fact, wages are $10 per day 
Nor is this very much when it is con- 
sidered that about four months roni 
prise the mining season. The mines so 
fur are all placer mines, ns no one hat 
hunted any for quartz, which ie con- 
sidered loo elow work.
